Man gets 16-year term 
for assaulting Scouts ]

CHESAPEAKE — ■ Circuit Judge 
William L. Forbes* noting that he 
was proud to have been a Scout him- 
self, on Tuesday sentenced Keith 
Madison Gardner of Virginia Beach 
co 16 years in prison for sexually 
assaulting nine Soy Scouts, age, 3 to 
14. 

"I've always been pleased I was a 
member of the Boy Scouts/* the 
judge said. 'To review these reports 
and see these children have been 
abused — it's just almost beyond 
belief." 

Gardner will eligible for parole in 
about three years, an assistant com* 
monweaith's attorney said. 

Gardner, 21, of the 5700 block of 
Avalon Woods Drive, sat pale and 
expressionless through much of the 
hearing* 

The father of two of his victims 
said he was pleased by the outcome. 

"There is no sentence severe 
enough for someone who molests 
cmiuren, me iauier said. 

Gardner testified that he had been 
"blackmailed" into abusing the boys 
by A* (.jjui Humphries, a former 
Scout leader sentenced to 151 years 
In prison last November for sexually 
assaulting 20 of his troop members.

"He said the photos would go in 
the newspaper," Gardner testified, 
adding that "I hated myself/' ; 

However, he visited Humphries 
and was persuaded to commit the 
acts, he said, out of fear of publicity 
and alienating his family. \ 

A psychologist and psychiatrist 
who have analyzed Gardner itold 
Forbes that Gardner shows no natu- 
ral tendency toward being a homo- 
sexual or a pedophile, and is a mini- 
mal risk to society. 

Though Gardner's acts were an 
"atrocity," psychologist Thomas A. 
Pasquale said, Humphries had dem- 
onstrated remarkable skill at 
coercion. 

The nine boys had all been molest- 
ed by Humphries, and Gardner was 
another victim of the authority fig- 
ure, said defense attorney Tazewell 
T. Hubard III, who asked that Gard- 
ner be placed under probation. 

Assistant Commonwealth's Attor- 
ney Kenneth Taft said that Gardner 
committed his acts at ages 13, 10 and 
20, and that he seemed to have no
